NEW PUMP REDUCES 
AMMONIA LOSS 
DURING TRANSFER 


State Colicge, Miss. — Anhy- 
drous ammonia loss during trans- 
fer has been measured by agricul- 
tural engineers at the Mississippi 
Experiment Station and their 
studies indicate that a vapor 
pump will save enough ammonia 
to pay for itself on a reasonably 
big operation. 

In the field, ammonia is gener- 
ally transferred to the applicator 
tank by rdleasing vapor from 
this tank which lowers the pres- 
sure and allows the liquid to 
flow in by a process called 
“bleeding.” By discharging this 
vapor into a tank of ice water, 
the engineers were able to com- 
pute the ammonia lost as vapor. 

For each filling of a 110-gal- 
lon tank, they found this loss to 
be 12 pounds of ammonia or 9.8 
pounds of pure nitrogen. This 
represents a 68-cent loss at each 
filling. The tests were made 
under 10-pound pressure and 
losses would vary with other 
pressures.. Summer and winter 
tests showed that different tem- 
peratures had little effect upon 
he amount of ammonia lost. 

A similar test was made to 
determine ammonia loss while 
filling an applicator tank with 
a vapor - operated transfer pump. 
The average loss was about 1.9 
pounds of ammonia or 1.5 of pure 
nitrogen while filling a 110-gallon 
tank. This would amount to 11 
cents lost per filling. 

Based upon these results, the 


cost of transferring a ton of 


ammonioa by bleeding would be 
$2.92 compared to 47 cents by 
pumping. Use of the pum! 


would save $2.45 per ton. The
